BYU  Academic  Vice-president  Robert  K. 
Thomas  has  called  for  teachers  to  tighten 
up  on  coeds  wearing  slacks  in  the 
classroom. 

“May  we  reiterate,”  said  Dr.  Thomas  in  a 
statement  to  campus  faculty,  “that  slacks 
are  not  to  be  worn  in  regular  classes,  and 
we  expect  each  teacher  to  make  this  clear 
to  his  students.” 

“WHEN  IT  was  decided  to  be  less 
restrictive  concerning  the  places  on  campus 
where  girls  could  wear  slacks,  we  were 
warned  that  this  would  simply  be  a prelude 
to  the  wholesale  wearing  of  slacks  in  class,” 
he  added. 

Dr.  Thomas  said  that  a number  of 
students  had  indicated  to  him  “that  many 
girls  are  now  wearing  slacks  in  regular 
classes  on  campus.” 

His  statement  appeared  to  follow  a trend 
in  the  Administration's  view  on  dress 
standards.  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
informed  students  in  yesterday’s

But  Edwards  emphasized  that  the 
mercury  content  was  “in  a range  not 
considered  high  enough  to  pose  an 
immediate  health  problem.” 

He  was  asked  whether  he  would 
recommend  that  housewives  keep  buying 
tuna  and  feeding  it  to  their  families. 

“Absolutely,”  Edwards  replied.

Six  lots  of  unlabeled  warehouse  stocks  of 
canned  tuna  also  were  recalled,  but  before 
they  were  shipped  to  stores. 

Mercury  previously  has  been  found  in 
fresh  water  fish  but  the  FDA 
acknowledged  that  it  was  surprised  by  the 
finding  in  tuna,  a salt  water  fish.  The  first 
report  of  mercury  in  tuna  came  Dec.  2 
from  State  University  of  New  York 
scientists. 


enforcement  of  the  dress  code  next 
semester. 

Dr.  Thomas  told  Daily  Universe  after 
his  statement  that  “We  would  hope  that 
the  students  would  not  only  be  willing  but 
anxious  to  comply  with  the  regulations.”

“We  don’t  want  anyone  standing  in  the 
door  checking,”  he  said,  “but  we  would 
hope  that  the  faculty  would  mention  the 
regulations.” 

HE  SAID  that  his  office  had  tried  to  be 
sensitive  to  the  fact  that  the  wearing  of 
slacks  in  certain  places  would  seem 
appropriate,  not  as  a matter  of  modesty, 
but  making  some  distinction  for  class  wear. 

Female  students  are  allowed  at  BYU  to 
wear  slacks  in  the  library  and  Wilkinson 
Center,  to  sports  events,  and  to  specific 
events  and  classes  when  designated.

Epidemiology  of  Christmas  fever 

DESCRIPTION  OF  DISEASE 

Identification:  A highly  acute  and  communicable  illness,  usually  febrile,  characterized  by 
compulsive  buying  and  characteristic  red-green  color  fixations.  Presumptive  diagnosis  may  be  made 
when  the  above  are  observed  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  subclinical  signsuch  as  eating  large 
amounts  of  candy.  In  the  acute  stage  the  patient  has  a marked  tendency  to  sing.  A predisposition 
to  buy  trees  is  common.  Radical  changes  in  behavior,  such  as  volubility  and  constant  laughter  have 
been  observed.  Depression  is  never  noted.  Clinical  cases  exceed  inapparent  infections  at  least 
several  hundred-fold.  There  are  no  differentiations  as  to  age  or  sex. 

Etiologic  agent:  Christmas  virus 

Source  and  reservoir  of  infection:  Department  stores  have  been  implicated  as  possible  sources. 

Man  is  the  only  known  reservoir. 

Mode  of  transmission:  Unknown,  presumably  by  contact  with  an  infected  person  or  with  articles 
associated  with  the  season,  such  as  conifers  and  tinsel.  Some  national  variation. 

Period  of  communicability:  Throughout  the  infection 

Susceptibility  and  resistance:  Susceptibility  is  general.  No  artificial  immunization. 

Occurrence:  Western  World  distribution,  isolated  cases  in  the  eastern  hemisphere,  annual 
pandemic.  In  the  northern  hemisphere,  the  annual  epidemic  occurs  in  winter;  in  the  southern 
hemisphere,  in  summer. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  REGULATIONS 
There  are  no  restrictions  on  cases  or  contacts. 

CONTROL  MEASURES 

General:  Whenever  practicable,  avoid  crowding  in  shops  and  stores.  General  resistance  should  be 
conserved. 

Control  of  infected  individual,  contacts  and  environment:  Report  to  local  health  authority;  not 
ordinarily  justifiable. 

Isolation:  None. 

Concurrent  disinfection:  Impractical 

Terminal  disinfection:  Thorough  cleaning  of  dwelling  and  proper  disposal  of  all  colorful  wastes, 
such  as,  empty  boxes  and  tinsel. 

Quarantine:  Of  unproved  value. 

Immunization:  None  effective.  Scrooge-type  narratives  may  be  tried. 

Investigation  of  contact  and  source  of  infection:  Unprofitable. 

Epidemic  measures:  Effective  measures  for  the  control  of  epidemics  are  unknown. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

No  practical  laboratory  test  is  known.  ^ „

Washington  Merry  Go-Round 

New  report  warns  of  perils  of  pot

WASHINGTON  - In  a 
forthcoming  national  policy 
statement,  the  Bureau  of 
Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs 
will  warn  that  marijuana  smoking 
could  lead  to  heroin  addiction  and 
other  illegal  activities. 

Among  the  perils  of  “pot,” 
according  to  an  advance  draft,  are 
birth  deformations,  brain 
dislocations,  psychoses,  violence 
and  loss  of  will.  The  secret  draft 
also  links  marijuana  use  to  bad 
school  grades,  “drinking,  smoking 
and  early  or  steady  dating.” 

The  document’s  tone  and 
conclusions  run  counter  to 
findings  of  the  prestigious 
National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  which  has  cautioned 
against  using  marijuana  l>(it  has 
also  advised  against  overreacting. 

Some  insiders  assert  the 
national  policy  statement  is 
intended  to  counteract  the 
Institute’s  moderate  views— a 
charge  that  the  Narcotics  Bureau 
officially  denies. 

We  have  seen  a draft  of  the 
proposed  policy  statement,  which 
has  been  circulated  for  comment 
to  the  White  House,  Defense 
Department,  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare  Department,  Poverty 
Corps  and  Veterans 
Administration. 

Marijuana  smoking,  states  the 
document,  is  “a  defiant  act 
against  the  ‘Establishment’ ...  It 
is  the  drug  of  choice,  though 
illegal,  perhaps  because  it  is  illegal, 
of  groups  which  span  the  whole 
spectrum  of  dissent  and  protest.” 

“POT” CONTROVERSY 

The  document,  though 
containing  fine  research, 
contradicts  itself  on  many  points. 
Fred  Garfield,  the  assistant 
narcotics  director,  attributed  the 
unevenness  to  its  patchwork 
composition  by  several  persons. 
He  said  the  copy  we  have 


obtained  is  the  11th  draft  but 
may  not  be  the  final  one. 

The  mental  health  researchers 
agree  with  the  enforcement 
people  that  “pot”  is  bad  but  insist 
that  the  “scientific”  evidence  is 
mostly  “ill-documented  and 
ambiguous,  emotion-laden  and 
incredibly  biased.” 

The  researchers  say  that  scare 
literature,  like  the  Narcotics 
Bureau’s  proposed  policy 
statement,  destroys  the 
government’s  anti-marijuana  fight. 
They  say  middle-class  parents 
have  caught  their  children 
sampling  pot  and  are  aware  the 
children  aren’t  criminals,  hippies 
or  dissenters. 

The  mental  health  experts  also 
fear  that  the  Narcotics  Bureau’s 


attitude  may  encourage 
hatd-nosed  judges  to  send  young 
“pot”  possessors  to  jail  for  three 
or  more  years,  thus  turning  a mild 
pothead  into  a far  more  dangerous 
felon. 

Footnote:  Rep.  Jim  Scheuer, 
D-N.Y.,  who  is  aware  of  the 
administration’s  in-fighting  over 
marijuana,  tells  us  he  will  make  an 
issue  of  it  on  the  House  floor. 
Federal  agencies  should  stop 
squabbling  over  “pot,” 'he  said, 
and  concentrate  their  efforts  upon 
fighting  America’s  real  drug 
horror:  heroin,  cocaine  and  other 
hard  drugs.  Stronger  action  should 
also  be  taken  to  stop  the 
politically  powerful 
pharmaceutical  industry  from 
overproducing  the  “goof  balls” 


and  “pep  pills”  that  everyone 
knows  finds  their  way  to  illegal 
markets. 

WASHINGTON  EXPOSE 
Military  Shortages— We  have 
heard  from  GIs  around  the  world 
that  their  barracks,  vehicles  and 
equipment  are  falling  into 
disrepair.  A sergeant  at  Ft.  Bragg, 
N.C.,  said  he  couldn’t  get  the 
broken  windshield  of  his  jeep 
replaced.  A recruit  at  Ft.  Dix, 
N.J.,  complained  that  broken 
barracks  windows  were  patched 
with  paper.  Several  letters  tell  of 
shortages  of  spare  parts,  light 
bulbs  and  maintenance  items. 
From  a camp  near  South  Korea’s 
demilitarized  zone,  a GI  writes 
that  there  isn’t  enough  gasoline 
for  jeeps.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Senate 
war  critics  lost  their  fight  Tuesday 
to  prohibit  introduction  of  U.S. 
ground  combat  forces  in 
Cambodia  as  their  condition  for 
sending  foreign  aid  to  the 
embattled  Indochina  state. 

Administration  allies  won 
approval  of  diluting  language  that 
would  allow  President  Nixon  to 
sent  U.S.  soldiers  not  only  to 
Cambodia  but  to  Laos  and 
Thailand,  if  he  felt  it  was 
necessary  to  save  American  lives. 
The  modified  language  was 
written  into  a $66.6  billion 
appropriations  bill  to  finance  the 
war  in  Indochina  and  other  U.S.

Hijacking 

penalties 


THE  HAGUE,  NETHER- 
LANDS (UPI)~An  international 
conference  on  air  law  Tuesday 
approved  a convention  demanding 
“severe  penalties”  for  air  hijackers 
and  ruling  out  any  excuse  on  the 
ground  of  political  motives. 

The  convention,  drawn  up 
during  a 15-day  conference  of  77 
nations,  will  be  signed  Wednesday 
by  about  40  of  the  participants.  It 
will  go  into  effect  when  it  has 
been  ratified  by  at  least  10  of  the 
nations’  legislatures. 

Cuba,  most  popular  destination 
for  hijacked  airliners,  did  not 
attend  the  conference.  But  several 
Middle  East  countries  were 
represented. 

Members  of  the  U.S.  delegation, 
led  by  J.B.  Rhinelander,  Deputy 
Legal  Adviser  at  the  State 
Department,  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  terms  of  the 
convention. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Defense 
Secretary  Melvin  R.  Laird 
Tuesday  hinted  for  the  first  time 
that  the  United  States  might 
resume  bombing  of  North 
Vietnam  if  Hanoi  does  not  begin 
bargaining  in  good  faith  at  the 
Paris  peace  talks. 

Answering  questions  at  a news 
conference,  Laird  pulled  from  his 
notebook  an  excerpt  from  a news 
briefing  given  at  the  Pentagon 
Oct.  31,  1968,  the  day  the  total 


halt  to  the  bombing  of  North 
Vietnam  was  announced. 


The  official  who  gave  the 
briefing  could  be  identified  under 
the  ground  rules  only  as  “defense 
officials,”  but  Laird  made  it  clear 
that  the  briefer  was  his 
predecessor  as  Defense  Secretary, 
Clark  M.  Chfford.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)-A  civil 
action  designed  to  restrain 
General  Motors  Corp.  from 
discharging  harmful,  substances 
into  the  Hudson  River  from  its 
Tarrytown  assembly  plant  was 
filed  Tuesday  in  Federal  court. 

The  government,  seeking  a 
preliminary  injunction,  noted  that 
about  1,000  passenger  cars  and 
commercial  vehicles  have  been 
assembled  at  the  plant  daily  since 
1 963.  Since  that  time,  the 
government  charged  GM  has 
regularly  and  continuously 
discharged  paint  residue  and  other 
harmful  substances  into  the  river. 


Then  he  read  Clifford’s  answer 
to  the  question,  “under  what 
conditions  would  bombing  be 
resumed  over  North  Vietnam?”

That  determination  has  already 
been  made  and  was  stated  for  the 
public  record  Nov.  23  by

In  a special  report,  Barlow 
disclosed  that  “few  drivers  know 
that  conventional  snow  tires 
(without  studs)  are  actually 
inferior  to  regular  tires  in  stopping 
on  glare  ice.” 

Tests  show  that  snow  tires  do 
give  a 51  per  cent  traction 
increase  over  regular  tires  on  loose 
snow  and  are  better  than  regular 
tires  for  starting  out  on  ice. 

It  was  also  proven  that  studded 
snow  tires  on  rear  wheels  show  an 
improvement  of  19  per  cent  glare 
ice,  while  reinforced  tire  chains, 
the  best  traction  device,  show  a 
50  per  cent  improvement  over  the 
regular  tires  giving  seven  times  the 
pulling  power  as  the  regular. 


For  maximum  safety,  studded 
tires  should  be  used  on  all  four 
wheels,  said  the  National  Bureau 
of  Standards. 

In  a report  on  car  tires,  the 
Standards  Bureau  armounced  that, 
contrary  to  popular  beUef,  the 
best  tires  on  a car  should  be 
placed  on  rear  wheels  and  not  on 
the  front. 

The  50-page  report  included  a 
few  more  eye-opening 
observations: 

—More  than  25  per  cent  of  all  cars 
in  the  nation  have  at  least  one 
dangerously  under-inflated  tire. 
—About  one-eighth  of  all  tires  on 
the  road  in  the  East  are  bald.  The 
study  said  bald  tires  are  so 
dangerous  that  authorities  should 
take  legal  action  against  their  use. 
—About  80  per  cent  of  all  air 
pressure  guages  at  service  stations 
are  inaccurate.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — Broadcasters  will  no  longer  have  to  carry 
anti-smoking  measures  once  the  ban  on  cigarette  commercials  begins 
Jan.  2,  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  ruled  Tuesday. 

Congress  voted  last  year  to  ban  all  broadcast  cigarette  commercials 
after  New  Year’s  Day,  when  the  footbaU  bowl  games  are  played.  Since 
1968,  any  of  the  7,500  U.S.  broadcasters  carrying  cigarette 
commercials  had  been  required  to  grant  free  time  for  anti-smoking 
messages  under  the  FCC’s  “fairness  doctrine.” 

After  Jan.  1,  the  FCC  said,  it  will  be  up  to  the  individual  broadcaster 
“to  make  a good  faith,  reasonable  judgment  whether  he  has  carried  a 
controversial  issue  and  must  present  a contrasting  viewpoint.” 

The  broadcaster’s  judgment  will  be  assessed  when  his  license  comes 
up  for  renewal  every  three  years,  “When  the  licensee’s  over-all  public 
service  performance  effort  is  evaluated,”  the  FCC  said. 

The  FCC  rejected  a request  by  Action  on  Smoking  and  Health  (ASH),

a private  anti-smoking  organization,  that  broadcasters  be  re^i 
devote  a significant  amount  of  time  to  anti-cigarette  mess^ 
though  commercials  are  banned. 


The  agency  noted  that  broadcasters,  on  a “virtually”  daily  b ; 
the  past  three  years,  had  presented  to  the  public  material  assert  i 
“cigarette  smoking  is  a hazard  to  public  health-the  main  cause 
cancer,  the  most  important  cause  of  chronic  bronchitis  or  pulj 
emphysema”  and  other  illnesses.

It  dismissed  ASH  claims  that  the  tobacco  industry  would  circ 
the  commercial  ban  by  presenting  “hidden  commercials”  for  cig  , 
If  this  happened,  the  FCC  said,  the  answer  would  be  direct  co 
action  rather  than  broadcast  time  for  the  other  side.  ^
